T h a t the people elect only those 
candidates 
to 
the 
legislature 
who 
pledge themselves to m ake reform s in 
criminal law to make justice surer, 
speedier and less costly. 
T hat the power of pardon and i>a- 
role, except in capital eases, be taken 
out 
of 
the 
governor’s 
hands 
and 
lodged 
in 
the state pardon 
board, 
which uow can only recommend. 
That all present funds accruing to 
tho public school system be left u n ­ 
touched, 
and 
augmented 
wherever 
possible. 
T h at a chain store tax, so g rad uat­ 
ed as to place no unjust burden on 
home-owned stores, be enacted to pre­ 
vent the spread of eastern chains. 
T hat the people adopt, next Novem­ 
ber, the constitutional amendment a u ­ 
thorizing the legislature to classify 
property for taxation purposes in or­ 
der to relieve the tax burden on real 
estate. 
That, in the interests of legitimate 
business, a law rigidly regulating the 
practice of “lobbying” before the leg­ 
islature be enacted. 
That 
every 
candidate 
for 
office, 
and every official, m ake public the 
names of his corporate employers. 
Allred also expressed his “u nu tter­ 
able opposition” to the sales tax, bor­ 
rowing the president's expression, “a 
ta x on poverty.” 
In recent years, he said, Texas has 
progressed 
in all but state govern­ 
ment, 
“We take ju st pride in our m aterial 
resources, our history, people; but as 
we survey the sorry spectacle of state 
government, we m ust confess to a 
certain shame.” 
He pointed to the steady increase 
in government 
costs, 
mounting 
tax 
burdens, and addition to, ra th e r than 
simplification 
of 
state 
government. 
“ Local and property taxes have not 
only reached the constitutional limit 
in most instances, but the limit of 
human endurance as well.” 
While ll* 
other states have modernized their 
sta te governments on a business basis 
Texas has allowed their state govern­ 
m ent to 
“rock along 
in haphazard 
style.” 
Declaring the first prem juisite of 
a public servant with the people who 
elected him was frankness in discuss­ 
ing 
governmental 
problems, 
Allred 
.said, “As a candidate for governor. 
my first plank is th is: I shall talk 
frankly with the people and make no 
promise impossible of per'formanee.” 
As an Distance of misleading cam ­ 
paign promises, A l l i e d c it e d taxation; 
“Most candidates have been bidding 
for votes with the catch proposition, 
‘if you elect me, your tax problems 
will be over!' 
Hut the tax problem 
is bigger than that. 
I would not be 
honest did I not tell you that the 
real burden of your property taxes 
are made up by levies to support lo­ 
cal units— city, county, road, irriga­ 
tion and drainage districts. 
Any tax 
proposal which does not offer substi­ 
tu te revenues for cities, counties and 
other subdivisions is obviously an in­ 
sincere bid for votes, and the candi­ 
d a te is not coming clean with you.
